FACT 5 Regional in Yopeka was a thrilling finale to this year's convention 
activities. The quality of productions, adjudication, and planning was superior, 
The community theatres are dolug work any theatre would take pride in. Tt was 
an enriching experience for all of us. 


I have some partial results of the cheatre survey started in Wichita. Per- 
haps a summary of it will give you an idea of how important this documentation 
could be for all of us. A community theatre, a high school theatre, a university 
theatre, and a professional theatre are reflected in the survey. 


--Thete were 29 productions in Wichita in 1980 from these four theatres. 

--They employed 163 full-time and part-time paid staff, with total salaries 
of $476,080. 

~-610 volunteers gave their time for a total of 79,931 volunteer hours. 
‘otal preductton hours, including the volunteer hours, amounted to 
158,832. 

~-There were 220 performances, with a total audience of 139,975 people. 

-~$534,610 was received in box office receipts and total production costs 
were $460,650, 

--All four theatres gave reduced rates to students (some frec) and to senior 
cttizens, 

--1f the four theatres had had to pay volunteers even minimum wage of $4.00, 
they would have had additional costs of $319,724. 

=-Based on business formulas that the Congressional Arts Caucus released, 
the actual cash flow generated in the community by these four theatres 
alone was $5,885,360! 


In light of these data, it seems almost an understatement to say that theatre 
is an important, integral part of life in Wichita and throughout Kansas. 


I hope now that all of you will keep track of your theatre's resource records 
--the results can be of tremendous value to all of us in demonstrating the "worth" 
of theatre in Kansas. 


And now comes summer. While it is true that any time is theatre time in Kan- 
sas, that seems to be especially true in summer. Ip every corner of our state, 
theatres are flourishing. Tf your taste is for children's drama, comedy, musicals 
or thought~provoking plays, you'll find it in Kansas in the summer.
